In Fast Prussia and along the right 
flank of the Russian line little of a de- 
cisive character seems to be happening.

The structures which the minister said 
had been destroyed or ruined included, 
in addition to the cathedral, the twelfth 
century church of St. Jacques, the fif- 
teenth century archbishop's palace, and 
the city hall, dating from the seventeenth 
century.

TRENCH VILLAGERS GO FORTH

Men Dig Graves and Women Hake 
Willew Crosses to Be Set orn 
Fallen Officers, 


[BY CABLE.TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUND.] 

LONDON, Sept. 21, 3 a. m.—The Daily 
News correspondent, Harold Ashton, 
who has just returned to Paris from the 
neighborhood of Senlis, tells of a new 
corps of the French army. He says it 
is the corps of the sextons, and there is 
no age limit to their term of service, when 
they enroll. 

When the curtain of night has fallen 
they go from villages and farms in an 
uncanny, silent procession to set about 
their business among the shattered dead. 
Their way is muminated by horn lan- 
terns and.torches. Their shadows dance 
ghoul-like. In the flicker of the beams, 
little old men, most of them, are seen 
bent double, but their shadows amid the 
trees are shadows of giants. 

Their women follow bearing little dun- 
dies of peeled willow wands and strands 
of wire. They cut a few inches from each 
wand and bind it on crosswise with the 
wire. Whenever an officer is found cold 
and stiff amid the dead a cross of willow 
is placed over the grave. 

Hour after hour, night after night, 
the corps of sextons with the women ply 
their harrowing trade, marking cemetery 
after cemetery, their bundles of sticks 
diminishing as this acreage of dead 
ewells.

Washington, D. C., Sept. 20.—Bliow 
American officials shall deal with armed 
vessels visiting ports of the United States 
and merchant ships suspected of carry- 
Ing supplies to belligerent war vessels off 
the coast was set forth in memoranda is- 
aued tonight by the state department with 
the approval of the president.

Defines Ships of War. 

The memoranda follows: 

A merchant vessel of belligerent na- 
tionality may carry an armanent and 
ammunition for the sole purpose of de- 
fense without acquiring the character of 
a ship of war. 

The presence of an armament and am- 
munition on board a merchant vessel 
creates a presumption that the arma- 
ment is for offensive purposes, but the 
owners of agents may overcome this pre- 
sumption by evidence showing that the 
vessel carries armament solely for de- 
fense. 


Port Authorities Instructed. 

Port authorities, on the arrival in a 
port ef the United States of an armed 
vessel of belligerent nationality claim- 
ing to be a merchant vessel, should im- 
mediately investigate and report to 
Washington on the indications as to the 
intended use of the armament in order 
that it may be determined whether the 
evidence is sufficient to remove the pre- 
sumption that the vessel is, and should 
be tréated as, a ship of War.

BEATEN ABANDON GUNS 


TOKIO, Sept. 20—Lieut. Gen. Kamo, 
commander in chief of the Japanese 
armies that are moving on Kiau-Chau, 
the German leased possession In China, 
reports that he met and repulsed a Ger- 
man detachment on Friday. 

The official announcement of the skir- 
mish says that the troops after landing 
at Laoshan Bay, forty miles north of 
Kiau-Chau, moved southward about ten 
miles and encountered the enemy in a 
fortified position at Wang Ko Huang, thir- 
teen miles east of Tsimo. 

The Germans used machine guns, but 
at sunset, it is said, abandoned their pr 
sition in disorder, leaving behind supplies, 
equipment, and personal apparel. The 
Japanese suffered no casualties in this 
fight, but had three casualties among 
their cavalry while it was reconnoitering. 


PUT GEN. MARTOS IN CHAINS. 


Russian Leader Taken in East Prus- 
sia Will Be Tried for Or- 
dering Massacres. 


BERLIN, via London, Sept. 20.—The 
Russias general. Martos, who ordered all 
male inhabitants of East Prussia to be 
shot and the villages destroyed, has been 
brought into Halle in chains. He will be 
tried by court mertial. 

[Gen. Martos was reported on Sept. 2 to 
have been killed in battle in Hast Prus- 
sia.) 

A Russian major has been condemned to 
death after a trial by court martial. He 
is alleged to have committed infamous 
acts.

City Planning Board Map. 

These authorities agree that one of 
the chief features of the outer park belt 
should be the beautiful wooded banks on 
either side of the Desplaines river from 
the north line of Cook county southward 
to the drainage canal. This park is 
about twenty-five miles long and from 
one-eighth of a mile to a mile in width. 
It contains about 9,000 acres. 

Almost all this land lies outside of the 
sanitary district. If the motion of the 
sanitary district is approved, it could not 
be made a part of the forest reserve. 

The second great feature of the pro- 
posed reserye, as outlined by those who 
have given the question thorough and 
disinterested study, is a great tract of 
land lying between the Sag valley and 


southwest of Mount Forest. Here it is 
proposed that 7,000 acres of land in one 
piece be acquired. It contains some of 
the highest and most picturesque land 
in Cook county and is full of high, rolling 
forests, deep ravines, winding creeks, and 
tangled marshes. : 


Skokie Valley Beauty. 

This piece of land lies outside tne boun- 
daries of the sanitary district, and if the 
motion of the sanitary district de ap- 
proved, it could not be made a part of 
the forest reserve. . 

The chief portions of the outer park belt 
as outlined which do lie within the |im~ 
its of the sanitary district are the val- 
ley of the Skokie to the north anda tract 
of some 3,000 acres surrounding Lake 
Calumet to the south.

"NEW PSYCHOLOGY AND CRIMINAL, 
LAW.

In theory the law is essentially progressive. We 


legislation that a decade ago would have had no 
shadow of a chance in the courts. This legislation 
is based on scientific truth and sound common sense. 
The law has refused to remain blind to physical 
facts. 

Now in criminal cases, including capital ones, the 
old conception is that a man is either sane or in- 
sane. The defense of insanity, temporary or perma- 
nent, is familiar. The defense has been abused, as 
everybody knows. We have heard of brain storms 
and Thaw verdicts. Still, to plead insanity is to 
surprise no one. 

But the plea that a defendant, though not in- 
sane, is yet far from being normal; that at 20 be 
has the mind of a boy of 12; that his inherited and 
acquired traits, his lack of education and home train- 
ing, have made him incapable of fully appreciating 
the nature of his acts—a plea of this sort seems 
revolutionary, at least in serious cases. But if 
the plea is based on facts the courts will have to 

give it weight. The ‘egal profession will have to 
take more interest in the psychopathic laboratori-s, 
in mental tests, and the new psychology. Quackery 
must be guarded against, as in eugenics, and caution 
is proper and even commendable, but science is 
science, and if there are degrees of responsibility and 
irresponsibility in fact these degrees will have to 
be acknowledged by the law. 


FOR A LITTLE “LITTLE BALLOT.” 

The short ballot movement is national and it is 
definitely recognized as genuinely progressive. Too 
many candidates, it is understood, means too little 
intelligent voting and too little popular government. 

It is apparent that before long the earnest friends 
of the referendum and initiative will be compelled 
to start @ parallel movement for the drastic short- 
ening of the so-called little ballot. Those who have 
objected to the overworking of the referendum have 
been dubbed reactionaries, but reformers are begia-

THE BARON MUMM INTERVIEW. 

The interview Baron Mumm of the German foreign 
office gave Mr. Patterson in Berlin undoubtedly pre- 
sents with accuracy the real cause of war between 
Germany and Great Britain, which is economic, but 
the Germans pass somewhat slightingly over the 
direct causes. 
The neutrality of Belgium is not a matter of 
merely sentimental import to the British. The Eng- 
lish may expand emotionally upon the sacredness of 
the treaty obligation, and with justice, for them 
the question fortunately combines honor, equity, and 
necessity. In their case virtue distinctly is its own 
reward. | 

They do not want new Channel and North Sea 
neighbors. ‘Their whole policy requires the Inter- 
vention of small neutral states between them and 
the Germans. The form of protection is guaran- 
teed neutrality for the small states, Holland and

Servia ; Russia was impressed by the need of protect- 
ing Servia, and Great Britain, with equal or greater 
conviction, was impressed by the need of protect- 
ing Belgium. | 

It is mot to the point that Belgium was a pretext. 
In itself it was an essential. We do not believe 
that if Germany had not molested Belgium Great 
Britain would have remained neutral. It would 
have found another issue. France would have af- 
forded it. 

Deren Mum would convey the idea that France 
had an alternative. It is difficult to see it so. Twice 
de mine years Germany was fairly pulled off France 
_ by the intervention of other nations. The first time 
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did not knuckle under, but held her ground, although 
the resulting agreement transferred French African 
territory to Germany. Great Britain then plainly 
indicated to.Germany that France would be sup- 
ported in case war was forced and for days the 
British fleet was ready for release. 

No German has contended that France was an 
aggressor against Germany in either incident, but 
the two must have convinced French statesmen that 
their immunity from war was slight. France had 
been given at least two lessons and knew that trou- 
ble was coming. The ‘rench decided to fight when 
they had the best chance, convinced that they might 
delay but never better their fate, 


many the right to get what she could of other na- 
tions’ colonial possessions. No nation in Europe can 
enter a court of equity, and when Baron Mumm 
raises the question of British wars of conquest he 
merely opens himself to a retort in kind. A Pole 
might answer him even as a Boer might answer 
Asquith. 

It is probably Inevitable that in official statements 
we can get merely special pleadings with skillfal 
sophistries, evasions, and omissions. 


A DISTINCTION TO BEAR IN MIND. 
The revived peace talk has provoked a good deal 
of strong anti-peace talk in England and France. 
Sir Gilbert Parker and Maeterlinck express the views 
of thousands of writers and other laymen in saying 
that the war must be continued until German mili- 
tarism is crushed and Europe wins a lasting peace. 
Appalling as the carnage is, ask these writers, would 
it be moral and right, would it be expedient and 
safe, to make peace without settling anything or giv- 
ing industry and commerce a sense of security? 
Such questions are pertinent and must be faced, 
The friends of peace cannot ignore them and expect 
their efforts to receive serious consideration from 
hard headed men. 

But in admitting all this a distinction is yet to 

be kept in mind. What laymen who are without 
power and responsibility think of the terms and 
conditions of peace at this juncture is interesting 
and suggestive, but by no means determinative. 
What the world wants to know is what the men in 
power and under a sense of awful responsibility 
think of these things. What do men like Asquith, 
Grey, Lioyd-George, Haldane, Viviani, Millerand, 
Poincaré think and feel? It is they who have to 
give orders, to tax, to demand sacrifices of life and 
treasure. Do they regard the war as one that must 
be “fought to the end,” and that must result in 
“ complete victory” to one side or the other? If so, 
peace agitation is futile at this time. 
President Wilson rightly feels that jockeying with 
peace proposals is something to be sternly discour- 
aged. The question is too momentous for diplo- 
matic shuffling. But if we can straightforwardly as- 
certain what the respective governments of the em- 
battled powers think of the possibility and terms of 
peace at this time, or in the near future, such 
knowledge is greatly to be desired. Let sentimental- 
ists subside, and let mere sensation mongers be 
treated with contempt. The deep feelings and delib- 
erate opinions of the men in authority, the men in 
charge of the destinies of Europe, are the things 
that count. 


THE UNEDUCATED TASTE. 

With the exception of a numbered few, the play- 
wrights and composers of England are writing 
“solely to please an uneducated taste,” according 
to William Poel, who writes in the Contemporary 
Review. The theater managers, he says, are not 
}cencerned with the artistic or literary merit of a 
play. To them the theater is not a home of art. 
It is a commercial institution. They “ regard their 
theaters as purely places of resort for London's 
fashionable society.” 

The writer sees in this ruthless commercialism 
which is holding the British stage in its grip a great 
menace to the well being of the country. England, 
he says, is becoming mentally, intellectually, “a 
country of mechanics and tradesmen.” It is becom- 
ing warped, and the theaters kelp make it so. Tne 
worst of it is, he asserts, that there is no relief 
in sight from the ravages caused by the stage's 
catering to the baser wants. The machine made 
plays of sensational character pay well, and be- 
cause they pay well they are fed to the public in 
ever greater numbers. A play of real literary and 
artistic merit finds no market. 

The writer’s solution is for the British public te 
promote “theaters for the people —theaters sup- 


institutions, but for art and culture. In Germany 
such theaters are exceedingly successful. They are 
great educational and intellectual institutions. 

Whether the solution advanced by the writer will 
work out as readily in Great Britain as it is work. 
ing on the continent is not easy to foresee. The 
problem which the writer touches, however, the 
commercialization of plays, is one familiar to the 
people of the United States. The British attempt 
at reforms will be watched with keen interest 
here. |

AMERICAN SPUNK NEEDED. 
{From the New York Times.] — 

Have American manufacturers of the class 
that subsisted so long on tariff favors lost com- 
pletely the spirit of enterprise and independent 
initiative? This country is rich enough in coal 
tar. It has long depended on Germany for its 
supplies of dyestuffs and other chemical and 
drug store products derived from tar. The quan- 
tities of these products in the United States when 
the war suddenly cut off further importations 
will last but a few months longer. The formu- 
las are known, the products can be made here. 
Secretary of the Interior Lane, thinking this a 
first rate opportunity for discussion about start- 
ing new American industries, called some twenty- 
five of the chief dealers in the coal tar products 
to Washington for a conference. They came, 
and the result is summed up in these words: 

It was thought by all the representatives of the mann- 
facturers present that it was not profitable to go into the 
business. or the reason that a demand could not be secured 
for a t amount of American dyestuffs with open for- 
eign competition. 

Instead of responding manfully to a Dusiness 
opportunity, with the tremendous advantage of 
foreign competitors cut off or crippled for a 
long time to come, privileges, exemptions, gov- 
ernment protection, and a government outlay in 
starting coal tar industries were called for. In 
his message for the downward revision of the 
tariff in 1913 President Wilson declared that we 
must abolish everything that bears even the sem- 
blance of privilege or of any kind of artificial ad- 
vantage, and “put our business men and pro- 
ducers under the stimulation of a constant neces- 
sity to be efficient, econontical, and enterprising, 
masters of competitive supremacy, better workers 
and merchants than any in the world.”

USTAPHA PASHA FEHMI, who 

has just been gathered to his 

M fathers at Cairo, used to go there 

by the name of “the gloved 

pasha, and was a familiar figure 

to all those visitors from this side of the 

Atlantic who have wintered in Cairo dur- 
ing the last thirty or forty years. 

After the military occupation of the 

land of the Nile by the English he became 

their particular adherent and, thanks to 


their backing, rose to the post of premier, 


and even of regent in the absence abroad 
of the khedive. Abbas II. insisted upon 
his withdrawel from office and upon his 
retiremem into private life on the ground 
that he could place no confidence in him, 
since he accorded more deference to the 
views of the British government than td 
those of his sovereign. 
—~>- 

There is a curlous story connected with 
his nickname of the gloved pasha,” a 
story which led to the breaking of his 
engagemem to a beautiful and rich 
American woman. He was exceedingly 
good looking, of most distinguished ap- 
pearance, and with the most charming 
and entirely European manners. 

The story concerned a tragedy which 
took place during the closing years of the 
reign of Khedive Ismail, and im which 
Mustapha Fehmi figured in an unpleaa- 
ant manner. In those days he was one 
of the most trusted chamberiaings of 
Khedive Ismail. 

A mission arrived from Europe for the 
purpose of investigating, on behalf of the 
great powers, the financial condition of 
the country. One of the first discoveries 
which it made was to the effect that, al- 
though Egyptian government loans to 
the extent of $500,000,000 had been con- 
tracted in London and Paris, only $200,- 
000,000 had ever found ite way to the 
national treasury. The remaining $300,- 
000,000 had been diverted into other 
channels, Known only to two persons, 
Khedive Ismail and hie minister of 
finance, Sadyk Pasha, better known as 
the mufettish.” 

~> 

Great pressure was brought to bear 
upon the latter by the members of the 
commission with a view to obtaining in- 
formation as to the missing millions, and 
at length their efforts appeared to be on 
the point of being successful. 

Unfortunately for the minister, he con- 
fided his intentions to his private secre- 
tary, an Austrian Jew, who afterwards 
became the managing director of a great 
bank at Vienna. The secretary hastened 
to secretly warn Khedive Ismail, who on 
the following day proceeded in person 
to the ministry of finance and invited the 
mufettish, in the most gracious and even 
affectionate manner, to go out driving 
With him, and, stopping et hie suburban 
palace at Gezireh, on the Nile—now a 
hotei—took him off to dinner on board his 
yacht, which was moored in midstream. 
The dimmer was a gay and festive one, 
and at ite close the khedive and most of 
his guests returned on shore. 

The mufettieh, however, just as he was 
about to leave the ship, was ecized and 
hurried below, the sounds of the ecuffie 
being heard on shore. A quarter of an 
hour later the yacht slipped its moorings 
and proceeded up the river. Two days 
later R returned, without the minister 
of finance, who was never seen again. 

Tt was observed, however, that of the 
two chamberlains who had remained on 
board after the dinner, and who had made 
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had been lacerated by the nails and 
Mustaphe Fehmi's hands bitten through 
by the teeth of the unfortunate minister 
of finance when they strangied him with 
their own hands during the trip up the 
ver by order of Khedive Ismail. 

Both chemberiaine were a few months 
later rewarded for their services by being 
promoted to the rank of pasha. Sami, 
after being prime minister at the time of 
the Arabi imsurrection, was condemned 
to death for his participation in the re- 
bellion, had his sentence commuted and 
was exiled to Ceylon, eventually return- 
ing to die in Egypt in the utmost ob- 
scurity. 

Mustapha Fehm! remained in the back- 
ground until after the Arabi tnsurrection 
and the battle of Tel-el-Kebir, and then 
attached himself to the fortunes of the 
English with the result above described. 

The bite of the strangled mufettieh had 
left an ugly semicircular scar on 
Mustapha Fehmi Pasha’s right hand, 
and it was to conceal this telltale scar 
that he always wore the hand in ques- 
tion exquisitely gloved. The mufettish’s 
European secretary, who had betrayed 
his master to Khedive Ismail and thus 
brought about his death, was elevated 
to the post of assistant secretary of 
state for finance. As he has left a 
widow and children at Vienna, I forbear 
from mentioning his name.

Now, there may or may not be a society 
of this kind. But the circumstances 
that the individual in question should 
be president thereof and having been 
calling for subscriptions is enough to 
require a strong warning to be issued 
against him. The fact of the matter is 
that the man is an ex-convict, who from 
1888 until 1900 flourished in the most 
wonderful way in Paris, managing to ob- 
tain large sums of money by means of 
selling bogus patents of knighthood of 
authentic and fraudulent orders to all 
sorts of credulous people. His swindles 
were of the most extraordinarily ex- 
tensive character and enabled him to 
maintain quite a princely establish. / 
ment.

NO SURE TEST FOR MUSHROOMS 

West Allis, Wis., Sept. 16—[Editor of 
The Tribune.]—Your article about the 
death of two people from eating mush- 
rooms said that a simple test applied 
by Coroner’s Physician Joseph Springer 
disclosed that they were mushrooms in- 
stead of toadstoola There is, of course, 
no distinction between toadstools and 
mushrooms. Toadstoob are mushrooms 
and mushrooms are toadstools. 

There is no simple test known to scien- 
tists which will disclose a poisonous mush- 
room. One must know the species, the 
same as is the case with flowering plants. 
The so-called silver spoon test will ow 
the same results on some poisonous and 
some non-poisonous species.

Chicago, Sept. 17.—[ Editor of The Trib- 
une.J—The unfortunate results to the 
people at South Chicago from eating 
mushrooms gathered by boys emphasizes 
the fact that the greatest care should be 
exercised by those who would indulge in 
eating this delectable vegetable. There 
is no scientific difference between a mush- 
room and à toadstool. They all belong to 
the fungus family, some varieties of 
which gre deadly poisonous—Amanita 
phaloides, for instance ; some poisonous in 
a lesser degree, and others harmless and 
very tasty. 

The only safe guide is thoroughly to 
familiarize omeself with the distinguish- 
ing characteristics of the various spe- 
cies. ven some of the Amanitas are 
edible, notably so the one designated A. 
Ceesaria. 

The despised puffball, whose usual fate 
is to be kicked to pieces, when youngand 
fresh will make a most enjoyable meal if 
skinned, sliced, and fried, and by some is 
preferred to the Agaricus campestris. 

The fact that several hours elapsed 
before the victims experienced any S8ymp- 
toms of poisoning indicates that the prob- 
able cause was Amanita phalloides, as 
the symptoms of that poisoning do not 
develop until from six to twelve hours 
after it has been taken into the stomach.

MADDEN ASSERTS

Illinois Representative Says 
Plan Is Biggest Pork Bar- 
rel’ Yet Discovered. 


HUGE STEALS IN SIGHT 


[BY A GTAFF CORRESPONDENT.) 
Washington, D. C., Sept. 20—[Special.] 
~Asserting that the two plans now de- 
fore congress for governement codpera- 
tion with the states in good roads bulld- 
ing invite ndal and steals mounting 
into the hundreds of millions, Congress 
man Madden of Illinois tonight issued a 
statement vigorously attacking the 
schemes. He says it is the biggest

Under the bill proposed by the senate 
committee as a substitute a gigantic 
bond issue of $500,000,000 is authorized 
without any provision for the construc- 
tion and maintenance of roads at a cost 
equal to this sum.

DELAY CHARGED 


Fire Lieutenant Blames 
Man's Death on Slow Work 
of Life Device Company. 


STATEMENTS DENIED. 


Tardiness of an emergency crew of the 
People’s Gas Light and Coke company in 
arriving at the scene of a fire with an 
oxygen machine was blamed by Lieut. 
John Cashman of the fire department yes- 
terduy for thc death of O. M. Sherwood, 
an old bachelor, who was stffocated by. 
smoke in his bedroom above his grocery 
store at 1732 Fulton street. 

Firemen had succeeded in extinguish- 
ing the fire in the front part of the frame 
structure early in the day and smoke was 
pouring upsteirs from the smouldering 
wood when some one in the crowd of spec- 
tatore shouted that there was a man in 
an upper rocm. Lieut. Cashman and 
Truckmen John Ryan and Vincent Gusa 
ran up the charred steps and carried the 
unconscious grocer to the street. Some 
time later—Lieut. Cashman says about 
half an hour--an oxygen machine arrived 
and operatives worked for fifteen minutes 
over the man in an effort to revive him. 


Half Hour Delay Charged. 

We called the gas company's darth at 
West Randolph and Sheldon streets three 
times before the men came at all.“ said 
Lieut Cashman. . It's only about two 
blocks from there to where the fire was. 
and yet it took those men about half an 
hour to respond. In my opinion the 
man’s life could have been saved if they 
had come when we first called, for he 
was still alive when we brought him out. 
He was breathing when they started 
working on him.“ 

Employés of the gas company denied 
that there was a delay. 
Our record shows that we received a 
call to go to the Fulton street address at 
4:52 o'clock,” said John Riley, an em- 
ployé of the gas company. The machine 
left at 4:55, and we were operating it at 
4:58. It took us just six minutes. There 
is no reason for any delay. 


Denies Fireman’s Statement. 

All our men are experienced and we 
have orders to drop everything else when 
we receive a call. 
high powered machine. The man was 
dead before we used the machine at all. 
Dr. I. H. Holloway of 6058 West Lake 
street examined him and pronounced him 
dead. Our machine produces artificial 
respiration and this probably caused the 
lieutenant to think that the man was 
still alive. His charges are not true. Our 
records speak for themselves. 

Mr. Sherwood, who was 50 years old, 
is survived by a sister, Miss Elizabeth 
Sherwood, of 22056 Washington pboule- 
vard.

RAILWAYS, EXPRESS, MARINE. 


If the interstate commerce . commission 
grants the eastern railroads a freight rate in- 
crease in the rehearing of the 5 per cent case 
that has been set for Oct. 19 it is expected the 
western roads will immediately file higher 
tariffs with the commission. While working 
independently of the eastern roads, the west- 
ern railways have watched the progress of 
the eastern case closely, as having a bearing 
on their chances before the board. If the 
commission shows a disposition to grant an 
increase in the eastern case, there is a feeling 
among western freight agents that the west- 
ern roads will be able to present as good a case. 

The western roads have been working on a 
revision of freight tariffs for several months, 
but the completion of the work ie now being 
pushed since the eastern cage has been ap- 
pealed. It is generally feit, however, that no 
action will be taken by the western railways 
until the eastern case has been decided. 

The western roads will ask for a. revision 
on the basis of particular commodities, rather 
than for a flat increase, as the eastern appeal. 
The question of state rates will also figure in 
the Western railways’ case to a much greater 
extent than in the eastern case, where such 
rates, governing intrastate traffic, are not so

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URGES U.S. LAWS 
FOR INSURANCE 
Sherman Wants Risk Men 


to Work for Constitu- 
tional Amendment. 


STATE ACTS CONFLICT. 


Senator Sherman of Illinois, in his talk 
before the National Life Underwriters’ 
association in Cimcinnati, O., last week 
on the subject of taxation of life insur- 
ance, advocated the union of all policy 
holders who are voters to secure an 
amendment to the federal constitution to 
put insurance under national control and 
to free it from the varied impositions of 
the different states. 

When the income tax bill was before 
congress, Senator Sherman led the host 
who favored deducting life insurance 
dividends in figuring out net income. At 
that time he made an exhaustive study 
of life insurance, especially from the pub- 
lic standpoint. In his Cincinnati talk he 
humanized the subject of taxation so 
far as it relates to life insurance. Policy 
holders have looked on the taxation of 
life insurance premiums as something in 
which they are not particularly inter- 
ested, because tax gatherers are not pald 


directly from the pockets of the policy- 
holders. 


Policy Holdérs Pay Indirectly. 

The tact that the nne insurance com- 
panies have to pay the taxes has been 
held of no great concern to the public 
or to the policy holder, yet whem the vast 


amount paid out in takes each year on 


life insurance premiums is figured out, it 
is found that the cost on each individual 
policy is a material item, which the 


policy holder himeelf has to pay, even 


if indirectly. 

Senator Sherman, after his investiga- 
tion, found that no form of insurance 
can. be made subject to the interstate 
commerce act because of constitutional 
limitations, and inasmuch as forty-eight 
different states are making requirements 
of various kinds on companies he favors 
a constitutional amendment. 

He stated that no life insurance com- 
pany objects te its property tax. That 
tax is a part of the cost of conducting 
its businesg, 


Premiums Bear Cost Items. 


As the cost of operation increases the cost 
of insurance naturally increases, as every cost 
item is finally loaded on the premium. , Sene- 
tor Sherman therefore finds that there.are 
legitimate and logical taxes that should: be 
paid by life insurance companies, but he finds 
that these companies have been singled out 
for tax Burdens that are not placed on other 


corporations. 


Senator Sherman asserts that deductions al- 
lowed in assessing the income tex ought to In- 
elude the amount paid for life insurance to a 
reasonable maximum percentage of income. 
He further said that the absurdity now exists 
of allowing the head of 4 family to insure a 
machine or an animal necessary to carry on 
his occupation and deduct the premium from 
his income, while the premium on the life 
of the man who the business and on whose 
success it. depends entirely is denied such de- 
duction
